Has Women's Football 
Expanded Too Quickly? 


It was just over four weeks ago that | first heard 
news that Port Melbourne Sharks WSC was on 
the verge of collapse with players leaving for 
other clubs and not enough coming in to fill 
those shoes. In fact even last season Port 
Melbourne had troubles and failed to compete 
in both reserve and seniors match on more 
than one occasion last season. The even with- 
drawal their senior team for the last round 
against Box Hill Inter. 


It seems the toll of providing both a senior team 
and reserve team is hurting quite of lot of clubs 
in the Vodafone Premier League, even though 
it has now been introduced for two seasons. 
Has the women’s leagues expended too quick- 
ly? The tale of lack of players not only hits the 
Premier League but all the way down the divi- 
sions. Not a year goes pass when a club folds 
over lack of players. Another problem has been 
the lack of quality coaches going around in 
some of the lower divisional teams. New girls 
that are introduced to the game quickly walk 
away as the game proves to be more frustrat- 
ing than fun. 


| can remember when Waverley Taipans (now 
Eastern Lions) terrorised the State League 3 
just two seasons ago. Such was there skill that 
scores of 12-0 or more where common. After 
these matches the opposing team’s players felt 
like shooting themselves rather than the feeling 


of enjoyment from a game of football! 
Seriously, why would you want to play again 
after getting thumped liked that! Walking bear 
foot on glass sounds more appealing. At least it 
doesn't last 90 minutes! 


Hopefully the leagues can start to sort them- 
selves in seasons to come so that the imbal- 
anced in performance between clubs in their 
respective divisions won't result in lopsided 
result that can only detract from the interest for 
any new players wanting to join, and in the 
case of current players, wanting to leave and 
do something else. 


For so long we have heard the great tales of 
popularly of women’s football in recent years, 
but not of the many that have walked away as 
they have lost interest and enjoyment from 
playing the game. Competitive football brings 
out the best from players and clubs, not lop- 
sided results. 


There are clubs that are doing very well, in the 
case of Ashburton they will have four open age 
women’s teams competing in 2005. But many 
lower divisional clubs struggle to even put 11 
players together for a match. This needs to be 
looked at before the league even thinks of 
expanding any further. 


It is a difficult task for the Victorian Soccer 
Federation but could the rate of expansion may 
have been too quick for all the clubs to handle.

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Vodafone Women's 
Premier League Preview

The new Victorian Women’s Premier 
League season is less than two 
weeks away, and this year the com- 
petition has seen a few changes. A 
significantly earlier kick-off date and 
the introduction of two regional 
teams, taking the league size to 
twelve, are changes that should make 
for an even more fiercely contested 
and exciting VWPL competition. 


The top four teams from last season 
all look set to be competitive again 
this year. Box Hill Inter, winner of the 
inaugural VWPL Grand Final, will be 
looking to add a third consecutive title 
to its list of honours. Inter finished 
second overall in the home and away 
season, but stepped up in the Grand 
Final to defeat Cranbourne Comets 
and take the title. Inter has suffered 
just three defeats in the past two sea- 
sons, and has scored more than 
eighty goals in each of those years, 
demonstrating the strength of its 
attacking power. 


Cranbourne Comets finished as minor 
premier in 2004, a point ahead of 
Inter. The season marked a return to 
form by the 2002 Premiers, as its 
third-placed finish in 2003 was some- 
thing of a disappointment for this 
perennial powerhouse of women’s 
football. Last season’s statistics high- 
light the Comets’ strengths: with 81 
goals scored and just fifteen conced- 


ed, Cranbourne is a team that is as 
frugal in defence as it is devastating 
in attack. Cranbourne’s consistent 
strength was underlined last week- 
end, when it was victorious in Eastern 
Lions’ pre-season tournament, without 
losing a single game.

WoMENS PREMIER LEAGUE CHAMPIONS 2004 ! 
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FOOTBALL; A CODE DIVIDED

January the 1st 2005 is a date certain to go 
down in history, marking one of the most 
symbolic developments that ‘soccer’ in 
Australia has conquered thus far; the chang- 
ing of a name! 


The Football Federation of Australia (FFA), 
as it is now known, celebrates the Australian 
Soccer Associations bold move to reclaim 
ownership of the ‘Football’ title; a title that 
represents the only true international football 
code the world over, but one we in Australia 
have misguidedly known as ‘soccer’ for so 
long. 


Now it seems the Victorian Soccer 
Federation (VSF) is likely to cement itself a 
place in the history books alongside the 
FFA, when its constituent members meet on 
March 10th to decide whether or not to fol- 
low in the national body’s footsteps; embark- 
ing on a new era that FFA chairman Frank 
Lowy describes as “the journey away from 
‘old soccer’ and into ‘new football’.” 


So, as the sports Victorian authority awaits 
an almost certain outcome that will soon see 
itself referred to as the ‘Football Federation 
of Victoria;’ you may well be asking - what’s 
in a name? 


The word ‘soccer’ is a derivative of 
‘Association Football;) a term given to the 
round ball code during the formation of the 
Football Association in England in 1863, in 
order to distinguish it from another version of 
football developed at that time. By using the 
2nd syllable of the word “Association” and 
adding the prefix “er,” the word “soccer” 
came into play. The word “football” however 
became more commonly used, for the obvi- 
ous reason that it was more descriptive of 
the game; a game that involves a ball, 
kicked with a foot — ‘football’. 


Two centuries later and the name ‘football’ 
has come to represent the game officially for 
more then 200 countries now affiliated with 
FIFA; the sport’s world governing body. 


The term ‘soccer’ however is still used to 
describe football in a small number of 
English speaking nations, to differentiate it 
from rival codes of the game that have all 
become encapsulated under the ‘football’ 
umbrella; specifically Australia, Canada, 
Ireland, South Africa, and New Zealand. 


In Australia alone the term ‘football’ has 
become a generic tag that brands the likes 
of Aussie Rules, Rugby League and Rugby 
Union. Add to this the recent inclusion of 
‘soccer’ and hence the problems seem to 
begin. 


Because so many of these codes use the 
term ‘football’ exclusively for their own, one 
would think it quite a difficult task to discern 
what someone is referring to when they say 
‘football’. The reality though is somewhat 
more reassuring, as the term has long been 
used interchangeably to cover both 
Australian Rules and Rugby codes, without 
raising concerns for ambiguity or inviting 
conflict. 


Across the country the dominant code in 
each state has come to be known as ‘foot- 
ball’. The reason little ambiguity is seen to 
arise is that the sports are most commonly 
referred to as League (Sydney and 
Brisbane), and Union (Auckland), whilst AFL 
or Aussie Rules is mainly only referred to as 
‘football’ in Victoria and South Australia. 
Amongst followers of the sport everywhere 
else, football is known as Aussie Rules! 


“Right at the moment we're in a country of 20 
million people, we’re the only country with 
four dynamic football codes. Soccer’s at the 
back end,” exclaimed John O’Neill last year 
as Soccer Association chief executive. 


It is the original football code, the most dom- 
inant across the world, the largest participa- 
tion sport, yet for too long now it has been 
robbed of its true identity. 


And if ‘old soccer’ is at the back end, then 
‘new football’ will most certainly be on the 
rise; taking back its name and setting the 


future of Australian Football on the right 


track. 
“The change in our corporate name is anoth- 
er part of the ongoing process of reposition- 
ing the game in Australia,” according to 
Lowy. 


“We feel that it is important to make this sym- 
bolic change and to bring the ‘World Game’ 
in Australia into line with the rest of the 
‘Football World’.” 


Many have contested that the name change 
from ‘soccer’ to ‘football’ is ‘un-Australian.’ 
This is mainly due to the misguided percep- 
tion that we are adopting an ‘English’ usage 
in preference to an ‘Australian’ one; that the 
beauty of our culture is in its being unique 
and that the FFA is out of touch with 
Australians. 


The irony here is obvious in the fact that the 
term ‘soccer’ was coined from a British 
phrase originally, though it has been argued 
that the term has since become inbred in our 
national culture. 


But doesn’t the suggestion that the FFA is 
out of touch with Australians by the same 
token imply that we as Australians are out of 
touch with the rest of the world (in reference 
to the game as soccer); and after all, it is the 
‘World Game’ isn’t it? 


In any event, the change is not something 
Australian soccer officials are pushing to 
happen overnight, and they are able to 
appreciate the cultural significance of the 
‘Socceroos’ label as the national team’s 
nickname. 


“We are one of the few countries that call its 
national team by a nickname,” Lowy said. 


“It has been commonly used and is a much 
loved name but we may see it fade out as 
evolution takes place.” 


It seems ‘evolution’ is already here! 


Already media agencies SMH, SBS, ABC 
and Fox Sports have adopted the change, 
and it seems most likely that the VSF will be 
the next to aid in the designation of the sport 
from soccer to football. 


VSF chief executive, Tony Pignata, insists 
the organization is set to follow suit and help 
realize the FFA’s ambition to cement the 
future of Australian football in the world 
arena. 


“lve been pushing for this for a while now,” 
he said. 


“Western Australia and the Northern Territory 
have already made the change... Victoria is 
the next cab off the rank.” 


“Most of the feedback has been positive and 
hopefully it will get voted in.” 


If the move does go ahead for the VSF, 
Pignata insists that there won’t be any need 
for conflict with AFL body ‘Football Victoria’ 
which runs the VFL. 


“There is room for both codes,” says 
Pignata. 


“Our game is known as Football worldwide 
and it is time we adopted it in Australia.” 


“We want to be known as the Football 
Federation of Victoria; we want to be part of 
the world game; we want to qualify for the 
World Cup!” 


And there it is; the ultimate test in the jour- 
ney towards ‘new football’ and the alignment 
of our country with the masses of the ‘World 
Game, will no doubt lie in the qualification of 
footballs most prestigious worldwide compe- 
tition; the World Cup! 


Identifying ‘soccer’ as ‘football’ may conjure 
up a certain Neil Armstrong ‘one small step 
for man, one giant leap for mankind’ cliché, 
but it’s not far off. 


So as we begin to travel the road to ‘World 
Football,’ take a look at the bigger picture 
before falling victim to the ‘can’t support the 
game because | don’t like the name’ syn- 
drome. 


Yes; perhaps it will take a few generations 
for Australians to readily identify soccer as 
football, but whilst antagonists continue to 
question whether we truly believe that in a 
few years time kids will pick up a round ball 
rather then an oval one when asked to have 
a kick of the ‘footy’ down at the park; the 
truth is that it doesn’t really matter. 


They can have their ‘footy’- we have our 
‘football’!

Spain: Reigning champions Valencia defeated Real 
Betis on Sunday, to climb to a shared fourth position, 
as both Sevilla and Villarreal dropped points. 


At Mestalla stadium, Valencia ended their losing 
streak, coming back from behind to beat Real Betis, 
who took the lead through Assungao in th 13th minute. 
Ruben Baraja levelled in the 29th minute, and Mista 
got the winning goal for 2-1 in the 72nd. Not much 
later, goalscorer Assungao was expulsed with a red 
card. 


Sevilla faced Racing Santander in Andalucia and took 
the lead twice, with goals from Baptista and Dario 
Silva. However, Racing levelled on both occasions, 
through Aganzo and Regueiro (in the 84th minute) 
respectivly. 


Zaragoza, who earlier today heard that their next 
opponent in the UEFA Cup is Austria Vienna, had a 1- 
0 win over Villarreal. The only goal of the match was 
scored by Villa in the 39th minute. 


Italy: The city derby between Internazionale and AC 
Milan ended with a small win for the visiting team. 
Ancelotti's side maintain their shared lead with 
Juventus, who defeated AC Siena. 


Internazionale suffered their first defeat of the season, 
against arch rivals AC Milan at Giuseppe Meazza sta- 
dium. The importance of the match was more exciting 
than the actual match itself, as two strikes from Juan 
Sebastian Veron were the game's only real highlights, 
until the 74th minute when AC Milan broke the dead- 
lock. 


A strike from Gennaro Gattuso was deflected by the 
Brazilian Kaka, and the ball rolled past Inter goalkeep- 
er Toldo. Internazionale were unable to recover during 
the remaining sixteen minutes, and lost their first 
match of the season. 


Earlier on Sunday, Juventus had an easy win over 
Siena. At Delle Alpi, the team from Turin won 3-0 with 
a first half goal from Alessandro del Piero, and second 
half goals from Emerson and again Del Pieri, this time 
from the penalty spot. 


Germany: Schalke 04 had a small but sufficient win 
over Hannover to maintain their shared first position 
with Bayern Munich, while Stuttgart and Bayer held 
each other to a draw in Leverkusen. 


Schalke needed a win over Hannover 96 to maintain 
their lead with Bayern, and this was achieved with a 
single goal from Hanke in the 65th minute, after which 
the hosts managed to hold on to their lead. 


Both goals at Bayer Leverkusen versus VfB Stuttgart 
were scored in the last ten minutes of the match.

Turkey: Turkish defending champions Fenerbahcge 
were handed the chance to extend their lead at the top 
of the table as Galatasaray were surprisingly defeated 
by Samsunspor. 


Galatasaray could have hoped for a better away 
encounter on Saturday as the Turkish giants went dow 
2-0 away to Samsunspor to offer arch-rivals 
Fenerbahce the opportunity to extend their safety 
cushion at the top of the table. 


Kais Ghodbane broke the Galatasaray deadlock after 
53 minutes of play, before a penalty kick from Tomas 
handed the home side a comfortable 2-goal margin. 
Hakan Sukur’s 80th-minute spot-kick handed the visi- 
tors a glimmer of hope, but the score line remained 
unchanged. 


On Sunday, Fenerbahce took profit of their rivals’ slip- 
up as they defeated league strugglers and current 
table bottom Sebatspor 2-0 to extend their lead to 4 
points at the top of the Turkish league. 


England: Two matches were played in the English 
Premier League on Saturday, with Newcastle beating 


Bolton Wanderers while Middlesbrough drew with 
Charlton Athletic. 


Newcastle, who recently qualified for the UEFA Cup 
round of sixteen, opened the score against Bolton 
Wanderers in the 35th minute through Lee Bowyer, but 
conceded an equalizer from Giannakopoulos in the 
41st. The decisive goal was scored by Kieron Dyer in 
the 67th minute for 2-1. 


Elsewhere, Charlton Athletic took the lead twice at 
Middlesbrough, but the hosts levelled on both occa- 
sions. The Irish player Matt Holland saw his goal can- 
celled out by Rigott, and Shaun Bartlett's goal in the 
81st minute faced the same destiny five minutes later 
when Graham equalized for 2-2. 


After two goals in regular time, and three in extra time, 
Chelsea on this year's Carling Cup, beating Liverpool

In the very first minute of the match played in the 
Welsh capital, Liverpool took the lead with a beautiful 
goal from the Norwegian John Arne Riise, who 
volleyed home from a Fernando Morientes cross.
